I can 
rlso take a child and develop an in­ 
ventive, a musical or an artistic quali­ 
ty” 
Dr. Landone’s methods make abso­ 
lutely no provision for lecturing, scold­ 
ing and punishing, as in his opinion 
these have been tried "since the be­ 
ginning of the world" with little or no 
success. 
"One of the most needed qualities in 
this day and age is the quality of ex­ 
ecutiveness,’’ says Dr. Landone, "and 
It is my ambition to make this the pre­ 
dominating trait to be developed in 
my coming experiments.’’

Texas Doetor Conducts Experiments 
In Mill at Newington Conter, Conn. 
Dr. James House Bute of Houston, 
Tex., has been conducting an experi­ 
ment on a large scale in making paper 
pulp from sugar cane at the old mill of 
a paper company in Newington Cen­ 
ter, near Hartford, Conn. 
Fifty pounds of pulp 
have been 
made and are being bleached.

fiber is fine and very tough. 
In its 
first stage the pulp is of a dirty yellow 
color, but bleaches out to a pure 
white. 
The foreman at the mill says 
the pulp can be "beaten" into a very 
fine state and be used for high grade 
paper. 
The process of treatment Is 
not divulged, but Dr. Bute is much 
encouraged by his experiment.

T here w as enough 
business in the fam ily to run several

On the death o f his father 
he also cam e Into the m anagem ent of 
the L ow ell mills and an estate valued 
at millions, l*ut the details nnd drudg­ 
ery of business lie delegated to other 
hands as speedily as possible.

ARVARD is to hare a new pres­ 
ident. 
This is important for 
the entire country and Indeed 
for 
the 
whole 
educational 
world, but it is especially momentous 
for Boston. Around “the Hub” It Is a 
bigger thing than electing a president 
of the United States. 
The new man is Professor Abbott 
Lawrence Lowell, a Boston man, of 
course, who has a family tree bigger 
than one of the California redwoods. 
President Roosevelt says he Is “as 
pleased as Punch,” which Is being 
tickled 
some 
even 
for 
Roosevelt. 
Everybody else who has been Inter­ 
viewed says that Lowell Is exactly the 
right man for the place and the one 
he had picked as a winner from the 
beginning. 
This Is all fine and as It 
should be. 
I nm glad there ar6 so 
many “I told you so’s” In the educa­ 
tional world as well os among the poli­ 
ticians. 
It proves that highbrows are 
just human beings after all. 
For one, 
I am going to be honest and admit, 
humbly and shamefacedly, that I did 
not predict the selection of Professor 
Lowell for the excellent reason that I 
never heard of that gentleman until 
he was suggested for this exalted job. 
I supposed that this was due to my 
own dense ignorance until I asked a 
dozen other newspaper men who had 
worked all over the country and ought 
to be fairly well informed, and each 
of them admitted that he had never 
heard of Professor Lowell either. Then 
I felt better. 
W hat a lot we have to learn! Here 
Is a man, now admittedly one of the 
best equipped educators in the world, 
who for more than twenty years has 
been a great lawyer, has managed im- 


chalr to the grandson of his old friend 
and backer. 
On his mother’s side Professor Low­ 
ell is descended from the famous fami­ 
ly of Lawrence that founded the city 
of Lawrence and the Lawrence mills. 
His grandfather, Abbott Lawrence, for 
whom he was named, was once minis­ 
ter to England. 
After careful inves­ 
tigation I have concluded that Massa­ 
chusetts Is made up of the Lowell fam­ 
ily, the Lawrence family, the Adams 
family and some others. \The Lowell 
and Lawrence families practically es­ 
tablished tho primacy of their state in 
the textile line. 
Thus Abbott Law­ 
rence Lowell combines in his own per­ 
son an identification with Massachu­ 
setts’ three chief products—blue blood, 
cotton goods and Harvard college. He 
also has the three chief outward helps 
to a career—family, wealth and edu­ 
cation, the very things that Abraham 
Lincoln lacked. The two men are dif­ 
ferent In some other ways, one of 
which is that Professor Lowell writes 
and talks about government and Lin­ 
coln governed. 
Author of a Great Work. 
In 
a 
recent 
address 
in 
Boston 
Jam es Bryce, the British ambassador, 
said that Professor Lowell has written 
the best book about the British govern­ 
ment ever written by any one not an 
Englishman. To have admitted that it 
was altogether the best book would 
have been something akin to treason to 
British tradition and would have done 
violence to the well known English 
character. It has been said that Low­ 
ell's great work is to England what 
Professor Bryce’s 
“American Com­ 
monwealth” is to this country. 
Other works by the new president of 
Harvard are “Transfers of Stock,”

portant business interests and famous 
educational institutions, has lectured 
and written books and yet whose very 
name was unknown to nlnety-nlnfe out 
of every hundred of his fellow coun­ 
trymen. So far as Professor Lowell is 
concerned, this fact is infinitely to his 
credit. 
Ile has in him no element of 
notoriety seeking. 
Ile has magnified 
truth and scholarship rather than self. 
While the newspaper man is a pur­ 
veyor of publicity, there is no one who 
more highly appreciates those who do 
not run after publicity. 
Perhaps the 
reason is that he sees so many of the 
other sort. 
The next morning after Professor

C. Lowell; “Colonial Civil Service,” 
written in collaboration

fessor IL Morse Stevens of Cornell,

Ills “Government of England” 
appeared only last year, but already 
has run through three editions and has 
been translated into two foreign lan­ 
guages. 
Professor Lowell Is a W’arin 
friend of Theodore Roosevelt, who bas 
also written several works on govern- 
Lowell was named for the presidency i ment and on all other subjects known 
of America’s oldest college his class in 
government, consisting of 700 stu­ 
dents, known as “Gov. I,” cheered 
him for five minutes. 
To them he 
said, “The office to which I have been 
nominated I regard as the most influ­ 
ential In the United States.” 
Whew! 
After that President Roosevelt Is en­ 
titled to inquire, in the language of B. 
H. Harriman, “Where do I stand?” I 
wonder lf he is still “as pleased as 
Punch?” 
Relative of the Famous Lowells. 
Professor Lowell Is a cousin of 
. James Russell Lowell and of United 
States Circuit Judge Francis C. Lowell 
and is a brother of Professor Percival 
Lowell, the famous astronomer, who 
kaows more about Mars than H. G. 
Wells has written. The new president 
of Harvard is also related to all the 
other Lowells who amount to any­ 
thing and to several who do not. His 
grandfather, 
John 
Amory 
Lowell, 
founded the city of Lowell, the Lowell 
institute, the Lowell mills, and prac­ 
tically made Charles William Eliot 
president of 
Harvard. 
Now 
Eliot, 
after forty years in the office, returns 
the compliment by handing over the 


to the mind of man. 
One of the best things Professor 
Lowell ever did was to inaugurate the 
merit system in the Boston public 
schools. 
In the old days teachers in 
Boston had to have a political pull, as 
they do In some American cities to 
this day. Lowell aud some other gen­ 
tlemen organized to end this abuse. 
Although a Republican in politics, 
Professor Lowell had to take a nomi­ 
nation for member of the school board 
from (he Democrats. 
He was elected 
and after hard fighting succeeded in 
having teachers promoted on merit in­ 
stead of on the recommendation of 
some ward heeler. 
The reform thus 
Instituted has stood till the present 
time, although the man who inaugu­ 
rated it was sacrificed to the hatred 
of the politicians and was defeated for 
re-election. 
Outran Every One In Harvard. 
Another notable feat o£ the success­ 
or of President Eliot was In outrun­ 
ning everybody in Harvard. 
Lowell 
belonged to the class of 1877 and was 
the fastest one and two mile sprinter | 
In the college. 
He entered several 
races and won all of them. 
He also 


Malone in history aud took first price In 
mathematics. He thus gained the ap­ 
proval of the student body with bls 
feet and of the faculty with his head, 
each extreme of his anatomy creating 
popularity at the corresponding end of 
the institution. 
He still believes in 
athletics, but also h^’ds to the view 
that colleges are intended for brain 
culture os well as muscular develop­ 
ment. 
Abbott Lawrence Lowell was born 
In Boston Dec. 13, 1850. 
His father 
was trustee of the Lowell institute and 
one of the shrewdest financiers in the 
city. 
The A i was educated in pri­ 
vate schools, spending two years in 
Paris, and graduating from Harvard 
at the age of twenty and from the 
H arvard Law school three years later. 
He started practice w ith Francis C. 
Lowell, and in 1801 Frederick J. Stim­ 
son joined the firm. There was enough 
business in the family to run several 
lawyers, and so there was not tho 
usual starvation period waiting for 
clients, 
Dr, Lowell never was a court 
practitioner, most of his business hav­ 
ing 
been 
connected 
with 
estates, 
stocks and bonds and work in cham­ 
bers. 
As he grew older he withdrew 
more and more from active business, 
spending much time abroad in the 
study of foreign governments, writing 
constantly and beginning to lecture In 
Harvard in 1897. 
Tho year 1900 was 
a notable one in his career, as he was 
then made a trustee of the Institute of 
Technology, managing trustee of the 
Lowell institute and permanent pro­ 
fessor in the science of government in 
Harvard. On the death of his father 
he also came into the management of 
the Lowell mills and an estate valued 
at millions, but the details and drudg­ 
ery of business he delegated to other 
hands as speedily as possible. 
At about this time w hat with hi* 
literary work, his mills, his estate, his 
lectures and the three great education­ 
al Institutions with which be was con­ 
nected Dr. Lowell was an exceedingly 
busy man. Of the Lowell institute he 
was and Is the actual head, bringing 
about reforms that have popularized 
its lecture courses. 
The Institute of 
Technology he endeavored to have con­ 
solidated with Harvard. 
This effort 
culminated In 1894 and was abandoned 
only after a certain wild and memo­ 
rable night, when “tech” students in 
full force rent the air with a profane 
and deep lunged chorus of “To ---- 
with Harvard!” 
It Is Intimated that 
the effort to join the tw o great schools 
is not yet over and that this is one of 
the secrets of the choice of Lowell to 
succeed President Eliot. 
Close Friends of Long Standing. 
The marriage of Professor Lowell in 
troduces again his romantic attach 
ment to his cousin, Judge Francis C 
Lowell. The two were boyhood friends 
roommates and classmates in college 
and business partners in later life, and 


I Judge Lowell is now a member of the 
j college corporation of seven that has 
chosen Professor Lowell to its presl- 
! dency. 
More striking 
still, 
Abbott 
Lawrence Lowell married Anna Par­ 
ker Lowell, his cousin and sister of 
Judge Lowell. 
This makes the bond 
between the two men about as close 
as can exist between human beings.

world. A teacher in the strict sense of 
the term he has never been. 
An edu­ 
cational reformer, a man who cut 
loose from traditions and made a new 
system, who took higher education out 
of the deadly and repressive uniform­ 
ity that had before bound It, who 
brought In the elective system, who 
outlined the new education not only 
for colleges, but for the public schools, 
who put natural methods in place of 
artificial ones, who recognized that the 
greatest thing in the world is the in­ 
dividual human soul, who bore misun­ 
derstanding and hatred for a quarter 
of a century in order that he might 
carry out his ideals aud who finally 
lived to see his work universally ac­ 
cepted-such is Eliot. 
Some one re­ 
cently called him the greatest living 
American. As to that I do not know. 
Comparisons are unfair, and President 
Eliot does not need them. Ile is great 
enough in himself to stand alone with­ 
out seeking to magnify him by mini­ 
mizing others. This is the sort of man 
—large in body, brain, will aud soul— 
that Abbott Lawrence Lowell is called 
on to succeed. To fill that place will 
require more than family connections, 
more than scholarship, no matter hew* 
ripe; more than wealth or any other 
outward thing whatsoever. It will de­ 
mand inherent power, grasp, initiative 
and ability. W hether or not the new 
man will measure up to the standard 
time alone can determine. Ills friends 
think he will. The world at large does 
not know enough about him to form 
an opinion. It can only wait and see. 
One Important fact is In his favor. 
Eliot's work is largely done. 
The 
groat edifice he reared is essentially 
complete. Ills new system has been 
adopted by colleges, professional insti­ 
tutions and public schools throughout 
the land. That task will not have to 
be performed again. In so far his suc­ 
cessor’s work is simplified and made 
easy.

New Battleship Anchored Near 


Wreck ot the Old. 


ON ELEVENTH ANNIVERSARY 


Namesake of Ill-Fated Craft Arrives 


at Scene of Disaster and Salutes

Havana, Jan. 26.—On tho eleventh 
anniversary of the arrival of the obi 
battleship Maine on her Ill-fated mis­ 
sion to Cuban waters, the new Maine. 
with the still more modern Mississip­ 
pi following in her wake, sailed Into 
Havana harbor to be present at the 
Inauguration of General Jose Miguel 
Gornez and the new Cuban govern­ 
ment on Thursday next. This is the 
first visit of the namesake of the 
wrecked warship and her coming ex 
cited great Interest, not only among 
Americans, but among all classes of 
the residents, who lined the harbor 
walls from La Punta battery opposite 
Morro Castle to Machine wharf, off 
which the two American battleships 
are moored to anchorage buoys with 
in a few hundred yards of the tangled 
mass of steel and the old fighting top. 
the visible remains of the vessel de­ 
stroyed Feb. 15, 1898. 
The new Maine arrived at precisely 
the hour at which the old Maine 
steamed into the harbor In 1898. The 
old Maine saluted the Spanish flag 
over Morro castle. The new Maine, 
which Is the flagship of the Third 
squadron of the Atlantic fleet com­ 
manded by Rear Admiral Arnold, sa­ 
luted the Cuban pennant flying from 
the historic old fortress. 
The salute 
was returned by the Cabanas battery 
on a high hill overlooking the harbor. 
Calls were exchanged by Rear Ad­ 
miral Arnold, Governor Magoon and 
the American minister, Edwin V. Moi- 
Ban.
